The long-expeOted report from tin- 
State Hoard of Charities, which in- 
rated the charges brought :i 

Superintendent Clark last December, 

was given out Friday noon. 

The ( 'oinmittee finds the char 
ill temper, unnecessary violence to- 
wards certain pupils, neglect of of- 
ficial duty and incompetence by 
igorance of sign language sustained. 

Tl ther charges are not sustained 

by t he evidence. 

The (nil report, if printed, would 
fill three columns of an ordinary 

newspaper. 

Following are the main points nit- 
on which the committee finds the 
charges sustained. 

The charges are given seriatim in the 
report ami the findings are put side 
by side with them. The board finds 
that he did angrily seize and roughly 
handle Minnie Haehr, a female pupil, 

ami use insulting and improper Ian- 

That he did, in angry way 

and with unseemly violence, deal with 
Minnie Anderson, Bertha Gordon, 
Lillie Shaw, Lou Dresbaoh ami Flora 
Charlton, at the same time use impro- 
per language. They were violating 
the rules of t he institution at the time, 
but that is 110 excuse for such action. 
The board linds it true that he did 
violently eject ('ceil Myers, a plipil, 
from the library, in a lit of passion, 
and did try to kick him. The tables 

wen- frequently not supplied with 

meat, and the butler was often of 
poor quality. This must he laid upon 

the shoulders of the management of 

(lie institution. 

The board linds that the superinten- 
dent is in the habit of chewing tO- 
bacoo; that he does this about the in- 
stitution, and that while it IB against 
the rules lor pupils to spit upon tin- 
floor, the superintendent has done this 

t his even in the dining room in the 

presence of all the pupils. 

The hoard linds that, ('lark bought 
an additional horse for the institution 
and kept an additional hostler, at ad- 
ditional cost to the State, of course, 
but tin- trustess approved it. lie 
frequently entertained his frier 

the Slate's expense, bill not more fre- 
quently than is done at other Stale in- 
stitutions. 

Under the opinion of the attorney- 

.1 as to wfral tin- ! 
when : he superintendent must 

be a person of skill and experience, 
tin- board finds that the superintend- 
ent is incompetent. In t he opinion. 

Attorney (general Richards holds that 

this means at least that he must be 
able to use the sign language, for the 
same section requires him to perform 
marriage ceremonies for mutes, and 
"how." asks the at torucy general, 
one who does not known the sign lan- 
do this?" The report also 

that Clark has not complied 
with the law requiring garment 

cutting and fitting to be taught there, 
that there is no harmony among the 
ollieials and teachers, and thai t be- 
seems to come from ('lark's bad 
temper ami lack of cxceuli\e ability. 

He has removed many rood teachers 

and officers without cause, but ihe 
trustees were held partly responsible 
for this, for the reason thai they ap- 
proved id' his course. The i;- 

gators found also that in the last re- 
tort of the Institution Colonel Clark 

iad at least sixty more pupi 
ed than there w ere there. lie could 
Dot explain how this came, but the 
evident object of the padding of the 
list was to make a low pereapit <

Still, ability, 
and experience in the profession of the 
education of the deaf and dumb re- 
quires in the superintendent acquaint- 
ance with the sign language, through 
which communication may be had 
with pupils anil instruction carried on.

munioate with the deaf-mutes entrust- 
ed to his control, is conclusively shown 

by the concluding sentence of Section

the deaf and dumb shall have power, 

by virtue of his oflice, to solemnise 
marriages."
